Statistical Facts Just Now of Absorbing Interest 
in Connection With the Question of 
Territorial Expansion. 



UNCLE 8AM IS FIFTH IN THE LIST OF LANDLORDS 




In eitent of territorial possessions Uncle 
Sam ranks fifth among the great landlords of 
the world, says Tho Chicago Times-Herald. 
Britain, Kussla. China and Franoe each own a 
larger portion of the globe than that belong- 
ing to the Onlted States. "Territorial expan- 
slon" will have to accomplish considerable 
before we can bettor our position, Judged by 
area alone, among the possessions of the 
earth. 

The whole world Is In the hands of some 
sixty owners. For while there are several 
times sixty different colonies, yet most of 
them are only dependent states; not owners, 
but more tenants, so to speak, of the face of 
the earth. Sixty National landlords are not 
so many for a world having M.JOO.0O0 square 
miles of land surface, yet tho tendency of the 



Slncu 1815 there has been a gathering In of 
large areaa under few governments. Small 
sovereignties have combined or have been 
swallowed up by greater ones. Undo Sam 
swallowed one the other day. During the last 
ten years especially the greater Nations have 
shown an almost Insatiable greed for terri- 
tory. At last they have turned to rood one of 
their own number. China, that for thousa nds 
of years has owned so large a portion of the 
globe, la about to be dismembered and 
absorbed and Its name dropped from the list 
of the world'a owners. 

To take the plaoe of the Nations that are 
losing their hold upon the earth some new 
sovereign landholders may appear. Inde- 
pendent Cuba Is already announced to nil the 
gap in the list held by Hawaii. But the times 
are against these ncwoomers. Cuba herself, 
not yet quite born as a Republic. Is already 
half-ohrtstened as a colony of the United 




The figures given for the United States in- 
clude Hawaii, but not yet the Indeterminate 
territory we are to acquire from Spain. 
Hawaii did not bring with her a very large 
portion of the earth. Yet «,M0 square 



As to 
Spanish territory. If we take the minimum 
proposed, Porto Rico and the vicinity of 
Manila, the acquisition will only be about 
4.000 square miles. If Porto Hloo and all the 
Philippines be retained the United States will 
bo larger by about 118,000 square miles. la

The reports of the various corre- 
spondents differ widely as to the res- 
cues, recoveries and losses, though 
none have been able to obtain the ex- 
act number of those saved or of the 
bodies recovered.

(Edna King, Master King, Jas. Illackey, 
Miss H. M. Cowen. Dr. Fallows, li. 
■Franklin Fuller, Mrs. U M. Luke, 
George Seymour, Miss L O. W'arrener. 

The latest advices from Falmouth 
Sunday evening say that 38 bodies 
have been identified, mostly the bodies 
of sailors. Four are as yet unident- 
ified, including those of two elderly la- 
cries. One appears to be a German. 
She wore a watch and a wedding ring, 
both engraved "1871." The other wore 
a silver brooch, with the letter * D" in 
pearls. This is probably the body of 
Mrs. Charles Duncan. 

Mine of the bodies have been brought 
to Falmouth, the others to the village 
church at St Keverne. The rescued 
passengers are being sheltered at cot- 
tages along the shore and the crew at 
she sailors' home at Falmouth. 

Tugs have been cruising in the vi- 
cinity all day Sunday, despite the very 
rough weather, in hope of picking up 
other bodies. The cause of the dis- 
aster remains the profoundest mys- 
tery.

Spanish Peace 
at Logger- 
heads Over the Question. 



ON THIS THEY CAN NOT COME TO TERMS 




London. Oot IT — The Paris cor- 
respondent of the Times says: "The 
peace negotiations are necessarily 
slow, being conducted less by exohanga 
of words than oxohange of notes and 
statements. Senor Montero Rlos, 
president of the Spanish commission, 
does' not understand English. Conse- 
qently the few words exchanged must 
be interpreted and even then, they 
are definitive till committed to paper. 

"Tho Cuban debt question has thus 
been laid on the table, and the Amer- 
ican commissioners had already given 
a peremptory refusal 
prinolple which had been settled, as 
they considered, by tho peace prelim- 
inariea. Faithful to the attitude 
adopted by them from the outset, they 
seemed resolved to take their stand on 
the Instructions— or rather, as I have 
already said, the precise 
orders — which they brought with 
them, but the Spaniards, on their side, 
do not think themselves bound to bow 
with docility to the Imperative in- 
structions of another government 

"They returned to the charge Satur- 
day, If I am well Informed, urging the 
generally admitted principle which 
imposes on conquerors the burdens be- 
longing to the territory conquered, 
either In their own behalf or that of 
their clients. They insisted that it 
would be an extraordinary course to 
saddle Spain, already in so lamenta- 
ble a financial position, with the Cu- 
ban debt while surrendering to the 
vlotor the security with which it should 

information, that if they had asked 
the United States for permission 
raise interest out of the uustoms r 
enues, they would naturally have met 
with a refusal. How then can they be 
aaked to leave to the visitor the pledge 
allowing payment of Interest and yet 
retain the burden of debt? They ob- 
served, however, that, aa Cuba is the 
key to the Gulf of Mexico, the United 
States will thus be able to pass the 
only barrier whioh they had hitherto 
been unablo to oross at will, and that 
la worth some sacrifice.

It Was Inaugurated in the Chica- 
go Auditorium With a Union 
Thanksgiving Service, 



PRESIDENT MITNLEY IN ATTENDANCE. 



Addresses Were Delivered by a Cath- 
olic Priest, Jewish Bubhl, Fresby- 
terian and Colored Orator. 



CnicAoo, Oot 17.— The national peace 
Jubilee of Chicago was Sunday night 
Inaugurated with a union thanksglv- 
ing service at the Auditorium. Prosl- 
dantMcKinloy attended and listened to 
addresses by a Jewish Rabbi, a Roman 
Catholio prisst, a Presbyterian clergy- 
man and a noted colored orator. The 
applausAor the president was terrific, 
and at one time he was compelled to 
rise In his box and respond to tho 
frantic cheering of the audience. The 
services, however, were of a religious 
character, and at times the solemn 
silence of the vast assemblage was 
much more eloquent than the wildest 
applause could be. 

The president rested during a great 
part of the day at the residence of 
Capt Lafayette McWilliams, his rela- 
tive, where he It being entertained. 
He did not attend church in the morn- 
ing. For a short time in the after- 
noon he was taken for a drive in com- 
pany with Mrs. McKinley, Capt Mc- 
Williams and Mra. McWilliams. 

The party was driven to the Aud- 
itorium at 8 o'clock, and all along the 
way people Mned the streets to watch 
the passage of the president's carriage. 
Easily 1C.000 people were within the 
great Auditorium, and probably as 
many more were on the outside un- 
able to obtain admittance. The 
president waa seated in a box on 
the left side of the Auditorium and 
with him were Alexander IL Revell, 
President Wm. R Harper, of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, Capt McWilliams, 
and Secretaries Porter and Cortelyou.
